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1. Introduction of Captain F rank 
M. Murphy, Deputy Director

Admiral Fluckey opened the meeting by introducing his new 
deputy, Captain Murphy, to the USIB Principals. Speaking for himself 
and the other members, the Acting Chairman welcomed Captain Murphy 

to the meeting. 

2. Watch Report No. 884 

Approved as amended. 

3. The Indo-Pakistani Arms Race 
and It s Economic Implications 
(SNIE~ 31/32-67) 

Before beginning consideration of this item, Admiral Taylor 
commented on the very impressive ceremony honoring Mr. Kent which 
the USIB Principals had attended at the White House earlier in the ay, 
and commended him for being present at this meeting after such an 
auspicious occasion. The Acting Chairman and the USIB Principals 
again congratulated the Chairman of BNE for his achievement m winning 
the President's Award for Distinguished Federal Service. 

The Board then engaged in an extensive discussion of the 
subject estimate which centered on questions regarding the Annex raised 
by General Carroll. The Board also discussed proposals to limit the 
distribution of this estimate and to attach a memorandum to each copy 
delineating the context in which it was prepared. 

The Board then: 

a. Approved SNIE 31/32-67 as amended subject to the 
preparation by BNE of a cover memorandum to be attached to each copy 
of the estimate placing it in proper context in light of the Board's 
discussion. 

b. Agreed that the estimate should receive limited 
distribution and that each member should advise BNE of any requirement 
to send SNIE 31/32-67 outside the United States. 
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4. Communist China's Strategic 
Weapons Program 

(NIE 13-8-67) 

Following consideration of this estimate the Board: 

a. Approved NIE 13-8-67 as amended. 

b. Agreed that BNE shouLd attempt to prepare a 
sanitized version of the subject estimate. 

c. Agreed that the dissemination of the all- source 
version of this estimate should be limited and that it should not be 
distributed outside the United States. 

d. Following a statement by the AEC Representative 
that the subject estimate is of the type which is normally released to the 
Joint Committee on Atomic Energy, the Board concurred in the release 
of this estimate to the Joint Committee. 

5. Chinese Reactions to 
a Certain US Course 
of Action 

(SNIE 13- 10-67) 

The Board: 


a. Approved the subject estimate as amended. 

b. Agreed that this estimate should receive special 
limited distribution and that there would be no distribution overseas; 
each member agreed to advise BNE of the number of copies they would 
require for use within their respective agencies. 

6. Problems of Viet Cong 
Recruitment and Morale 
(SNIE 14. 3-1-67) 

Mr. Kent opened the discussion by noting that this was a 
special purpose paper which he recommended should receive very 
limited distribution, particularly since NIE 14. 3-67, which will be 
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available soon, will provide a much more comprehensive treatment of 
this subject. 

Following the discussion the Board approved the subject estimate 
for special limited distribution and agreed that each member should advise 
BNE of their individual requirements for dissemination of this paper. 

7. DIA Request for a SNIE on the 
Likelihood of a Cuban Attempt 
to Shoot Down a U-2 


The Acting Chairman informed the Board of a DIA request for a 
SNIE on this subject. 

Following a brief discussion the Board agreed that the subject 
SNIE should be prepared in response to the DIA request for Board 
consideration at an early date. 

In response to a question by General Carter as to whether there 
had been any change in current intelligence requirements on Cuba, the 
Board affirmed that there had been no such change. 

8. ^executive Session 


The Acting Chairman convened the Board in executive session 
at 160 7 for discussion of a sensitive matter as a basis for advice to the 
Director of Central Intelligence.
